reſpettively, ſhall be Uſed, Perkozmed and Obſerved , And that all and every the Jn- 
habitants and Houſholders of any Pariſh oz Pariſhes, and all and every other Perſon 
and Perſons, who by reaſon of any Law, Statute, Uſage oz Cuſtom, have uſed, oz 
ought to be p2eſent and give their Attendance at the Eleftfons of the Wardens and 
Alliſtants of the ſald Bzidge, ſhall be p2eſent, and give the like Attendance, and do
